Club Holds Successful Sale

Beef Club was the winner of the 
grand champion award for the sec- 
ond year in succession at the recent 
achievement day and sale at Car- 
stairs for the 4H Beef Clubs in Cent- 
ral Alberta. This Hereford steer 
weighed 800 pounds and was sold to 
Adams, Wood and Weiller of Cal- 
gary for 50 cents a pound. The calf 
was selected from the home herd and 
was fed boiled barley, rolled oats and 
chopped green feed. It was eleven 
months old, 

Reserve champion went to Marvin 
Latimer of the Olds club, who showed 
a Shorthorn steer, which later was 
sold to Safeways for 27's cents a 
pound. Commenting on these two 
outstanding animals, Mr. W. H. T. 
Mead, provincial livestock commis- 
sioner said they were both excellent 
as to type, but the Hereford carried 
an evener finish of fat. 

The following clubs competed, 
each showing their calves separately. 
then the two best from each club 
were entered in the finals, from 
which the grand and reserve 
champions were selected: Cremona, 
Crossfield, Carstairs, West Didsbury,

One hundred and twelve calves

The hazards of tractor operation 
and resultant accidents can be 
avoided to a large extent, says the 
Alberta Safety Council. 

Probably many of these accidents 
could be averted by full observance 
of fundamental rules. Here are a. 
few: 

1. Overturning is the chief hazard. 
This can be avoided by spreading the 
wheels as far apart as practical for | 
the job in hand. 

2. Stay off soft road 
and edges of cut-banks. 
a serious toll. 

3. Avoid side hills where the slope | 
could cause tipping if the low wheel | 
drops into a depression or the high | 
wheel runs over a hump. 

4. Put liquid in tires, according to | 
manufacturer's instructions. to re- 
duce bouncing. 

5. Hitch all drawn loads to the 
draw bar. Stop by closing throttle 
before using brakes. 

6. Never carry passengers.

8. Operate slowly when on loose
